Minister Says: 


Some Revisions 
Being Planned 
Vets’ Pensions 


OTTAWA, Nov. 22—(CP)—Vet- 
erans’ Minister Mackenzie today an- 
nounced the Canadian pension com- 
mission, after lengthy research and 
study, has authorized an upward 
revision in the rates of pension pay- 
able for certain disabilities effec- 
tive from Oct. 1 this year. 

One such change increased the 
rate of pension for total deafness 
of both ears from 50 to 80 per cent. 


THE MINISTER explained that a 
principle involyed in some of the 
increased rates was that the com- 
posite assessment of percentage of 
disability, where more than gne 
disability existed in the same man, 
will be that the arithmetical total 
of those total disabilities, must not 
exceed 100 per cent. 

“For example the pension award- 
ed for loss of the right thigh has 
been 70 per cent,” the minister said, 
“while loss of the left eye has been 
assessed at 40 per cent. Where one 
man had both disabilities, formerly 
his total disability would be assess- 
ed at 80 per cent of the grounds 
there was overlapping of disability, 
Under the amendment the combin- 
ed assessment will be 100 per cént.” 

Action has been taken to adjust 
pension payments retroactive to 
Oct, 1.

GERTY, under sentence of 12 years 
for attempted murder and armed 
robbery, the letter was brought to 
the Star by Bernard Haggerty of 
Windsor, a brother of the escaped 
prisoner, It promised that “a fay-| 
orable answer -will bring my sur- 
render within 24 hours.” 

Bernard Haggerty told Hull that 
“My brother handed me this letter | 
half an hour ago.” | 

Raymond Haggerty was sentenced 
several months ago to a total of 12 | 
years in Kingston Penitentiary on 
4 charge of attempted murder of a 
one-armed shopkeeper here during 
a holdup, He had been held in Es- | 
sex County jail pending an appeal. 
The appeal was heard yesterday by 
the Ontario Court of Appeal and 
judgment was reserved 

THE LETTER SAID the writer 
would surrender to “the proper 
authorities” if, among other things, 
a promise was made in the Star that 
“L will be submitted within one 
week to a lie detector test and | 
questioned about the charge for | 
which I was sentenced.” | 

Another provision was that re- 
sults of the tests be made public 
and if they “show my innocence, the 
charge of Jail-breaking be dropped | 
in view of the fact that an innocent 
man has been incarcerated for the 
past nine months.”

| Need Not Fear Russia

ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL has a

| The world today is one vast

| For the most of the time between 
the war, we in the British Isles list 
ened with some apprehension to

sia; but now it is Russia who is

| Today I want to shout and not to 
whisper, because although shout- 
ing is often considered rude it is 
| never looked upon with suspicion; 
| and it is suspicion that I want to

IT IS HISTORY and not opinion} 


| that Russia was unpopular with the 


Western democracies after the 
| revolution of 1917; and did not 
become popular again until Hitler 


attacked her in June,1$41. One of 
the reasons why so many British 
people looked for so long with dis- 
favor upon Russia was because 
Russia had killed her Czar. That 
seemed very logical to the Russians 
because we ourselves had killed 
our king without being ostracized. 
I know quite well that King Charles 
was beheaded in the seventeenth 
century, which to us seems a long 
time ago. But Russians do net 
notice the passing of time like we 
do, and in many ways Russia in 
1917 was more like England in the 
seventeenth century. I am not de- 
| fending either execution; 
ssying that only time separated 


,;munism. So far as 


them; and time is not nearly so im- 
portant in Russia as it is here. 
There was, of course, another 
reason why we were suspicious of 
Russia between the wars. We fear- 
ed (and rightly feared) the doctrine 
of Communism; and we thought 
that Russia was the chief export- 
er of this unlikeable commodity. 
At one time this was true; but it has 
ceased to be true since Trotsky 
left Russia. Since Marshal Stalin's 
time the Third International has 
been abolished, and that was the 


chief vehicle for the exportation of | 


Communism. And what is just as 
important, the Orthodox Church is 
once more recognized in Russia, 
which is itself the negation of Com- 
I know there 
has been little or no State-control- 
led interference with the affairs of 
other nations—save perhaps in 
what we may call the buffer States

1 DO NOT THINK we have any- 
thing to fear from Russia—at any 
rate for some years to come. But I 
do think that Russia feels that she 
has a good deal to fear from the 


importation of ideologies from the 
West, and so apparently does Mr 
Kalinin. The Russian revolution 
of 1917 turned the country upside 
down; and it has only slowly right- 
ed itself after many false starts and 
after several wanderings down un- 
profitable paths. For 24 years the 
Russian leaders experimented and 
learned th lessons through trial 
and err They are experimenting 
still They have not yet reached 
the stage in State evolu that we 
have reached and they prefer not 
to be too closely watched as they 
make their trials and errors.

IT 1S TRUE that Russia seems to 
wish to contro] the governments of 
States which surround her 
borders. But this is a defensive and 
not an offensive measure. Russia 
has no wish for more territory and 
has no immediate desire to export 
any particular ideology. But she 
does want to be left ta go her own 
pace and she does not want a 
knowledge of other countries to 
make her nationals yearn for too 
quick progress 

It is true that isolation which she 
desires would give her opportunity 
for perfecting new instruments of 
war; but it is not instruments which 
stir up wars, but unsatisfied yearn- 
ings. It is a complicated position 
but one which I believe others must 
accept,

to the Edmonton branch, Canadian 
Business and Professional Women’s

club, Wednesday evening in the 
Corona hotel. Her subject was 
“Canada Has a Personailty.” 

The speaker said the personality 
of a nation is composed of the 


same ingredients as that of an in- 
dividual Personality of an_ in- 
dividual is made up of the total 
effect or sum of his trades, char- 
acter, qualities, ways of thinking 
and doing things. She continued 
defining the personality of an in- 
dividual, using this as a concrete 
example of the personality of a na- 
tion, 

OR. DICKIE referred to the dif- 
ferent types of personalities, name- 
ly, the strong, rich, immature, pleas- 
ing and weak. “Not all individuals 
can be placed in one of those 
types, but are often a small amount 
of each. They are the richer per- 
sonalities,” she said 

Inherited tendencies and environ- 
ment are the two important factors 
making up personality, the speaker 
said, Although personality is not 
inherited, character tendencies are 
and it ig environment that deter- 
mines the development of these 
tendencies, 

Touching upon the element of 
ego in personality, the speaker said 
that ego constantly acts in such a 
way that it will receive from en- 
vironment the satisfactory reaction. 


Thus a repeated series of satisfac-' 


tory reactions develop into a trend 
called a “behaviour pattern’, and 
this latter is the trade of person- 
ality, she said. It is this “behaviour 
pattern” differing in each person, 
that makes personality, Dr, Dickie 


said. 


“WE CAN apply these principles 
to the personality of a nation, since 
a nation is the sum of its indi- 
viduals, the 
and developed by a national en- 
vironment,” she said, 

The speaker recounted the early 


history of Canada and its first in- 
habitants, the Indians, They were 
intelligent, dignified and thought- 


ful in general, she said, while the 
white ancestors were of the peasant 
people.
